THE FELON AND HIS CHILD. 


From the New Orleans Picayune, 
On the appeal docket of the Supreme 
Court of this State may be found the case 
of a Soldier named Wilson, who is at pre- 
sent under sentence of death for killing a 
fellow soldier. The offence was commit- 
ted at Baton Rouge, where Wilson is now 
in prison, and his wife and two children 
have, since the trial, occupied a rude ten- 
ement near the jail in which he has been 
confined, ‘To this fond wife and to these 


else he has been a stern, stnbborn and un- 
feeling man. 

What cared he for the world? The 
stain of blood was on his hands, and no 
washing could make them clean to the 
world’s censoriouseyes. Eventohis own 
eyes perchance there was a damned spot 
which would not “out;” but to the 
trustful eyes of his wife and children, his 
fetters were no disgrace, and his hands 
were not unclean. 

For these fond ones he had a place in 
his heart, a small, warm, spot, over which 
the festering sores of sin had not entirely 
encroached, ‘They could still love him 
and he loved them—all else in the world 
was a dark dreary yoid. 

During the long summer months, when 
the angel of death was abroad over this 
southern land, the damp cell of the prison- 
er was rendered brighter for a few mo- 
ments each day by the presence of his 
wife, and often atnightfall his little daugh- 
ter—a fond young thing of about four sum- 
mers—would beg to be left with her fath- 
er in the dark, and would sing in a tiny 
song of hope as she lay beside him on his 
rude prison bed. 

And there the father and his child— 
the one so sinful and the other so sinless, 
talked to each other during night's dull 
watches, and those little songs which 
were sang to the felonfathor. ‘The child 
became the teacher of the man, and warm- 
er grew the uncorrupted spot in which lay

A Warnino To Topacco Cuewers.— 
On Saturday afternoon Dr. Howitt held 
another inquest, at the house of Mr. Cro- 
zier, on the York Road, about two miles 
from Guelph. Arthur was seen to leave 
town on tlie preceding evening at a rath- 
er early hour, driving his horses in a wag- 
gon. “That during the day he had drunk 
several glasses of liquor, but was not in- 
toxicated, and that on the following morn- 
ing he was found dead lying on his back 
in the waggon, with the horses still at- 
tached and in a field occupied by Mr. Lit- 
ster, but in which deceased had a stable. 
The bars of the gateway were down as 
though he had driven that far, as neither 
horses nor waggon were injured. There 
being no marks of violence on the body, 
and the clothes of the deceased unrufiled, 
& post mortem examination was held to 
discover the cause of death, and in his 
windpipe was found a quid of tobacco, en- 
tirely filling the orifice, and seyeral small- 
er fragments higher up in the larynx, as 
well as in the large bronchi or air passa- 
ges. It was proved that deceased was a 
great tobacco chewer, and a witness sta- 
ted that on more than one occasion he had 
taken tobacco from Arthur’s mouth when 
in a state of intoxication, lest he should 
be choked by the quantity ; and that gen- 
erally his mouth was filled with tobacco. 
The Jury returned the following verdict : 
— We find that deceased John Arthur, 
came to his death from the presence of a 
piece of tobacco in his windpipe, which 
was probably introduced during a paroxy- 
ism of coughing, deceased having been 
troubled with a violent cough for several 
weeks previous.”—Guelph Advertiser.

AssauLt, witn Intent To Murper.

POWER OF KINDNESS. 


We have never scen a better illustration 
of the “ power of kindness,” than the fol- 
lowing anecdote of William Savery, adis- 
tinguishable preacher among the Quakers, 
whose name is to this day a ‘sweet savor’ 
with the Society of Friends. 

Savery was a tanner, and one night a 
quantity of hides were stolen from his tan- 
nery, and he had reason to believe that 
the thief was a quarrelsome, drunken 
neighbor, whom I shall call John Smith, 
The next week the following advertise- 
ment appeared in the county newspaper : 
“ Whosoever stole a quantity of hides 
on the fifth of the present month, is hereby 
informed that the owner has a sincere 
wish to be his friend. If poverty tempt- 
ed him to this false step, the owner will 
keep the whole transaction secret; and 
will gladly put him in the way of obtaining 
money by means more likely to bring him 
peace of mind,” 

This singular advertisement attracted 
considerable attention ; but the culprit 
alone knew who had made the kind offer 
When he read it, his heart melted within 
him, and he was filled with sorrow for 
what he had done, 

A few nights afterwards, as the farm- 
er’s family were ubout retiring to rest, 
they heard a timid knock-at the door, and 
when it was opened, there stood “John 
Smith” with a load of hides on his shoul- 
der, Without lvoking up, he said: 

“T have brought these hides back, Mr. 
Savery, where sball [ put them?” 

“Wait till [ can get a lantern,” replied 
Savery, “and I will go to the barn with 
thee; then perhaps thou wilt come in and 
tell me how this happened. We will 
then see what can be done for thee.” 

As soon as they were gone out his wife 
prepared some hot coffee, meat, and pies 
on the table. When they returned from 
the barn, she Said; 

“ Neighbor Smith, | thought some hot 
supper would be good for thee.” 

He turned his back towards her, and 
Jid not speak. After leaning against the 
fire place fora few moments, he said in 
a choked voice : 

“It is the first time I ever stole any- 
thing in my Jife, and [ have felt very bad 
aboutit, Lam sure I didn’tthink I should 
eyer come to be whatlam, But | took 
to drinking, and then’ to quarreling; and 
now, since I began to go down hill, every- 
body gives mea kick You are the first 
man that has ever offered me a helping 
hand. My wife is sickly, and my child- 
ren lack food. You have sent them ma- 
ny a meal, God bless you!—and yer | 
stole your hides. But [tell you the truth 
when I say, it is the first time I was ever 
a thief.” 

“Let it be the last, friend ‘Smith,’” 
said William Savery, ‘The secret still 
remains with ourselves. ‘Thou art still 
young, and it is in thy power to make up 
for lost or misspent time. Promise me 
that thou wilt not drink any more intoxi- 
cating liquors for a year and I will em- 
ploy thee to-morrow, and give thee good 
wages. ‘Thy litte boy can pick up 
stones. But eat something now, and 
drink some hot coflee. Perhaps it will 
keep thee from craving any thing stron- 
ger to-night, Doubtless thou wilt find it 
hard to abstain at first; but keep up a 
brave heart, for the sake of thy wife and 
children, and it will soon becomo casy.- 
When thou hast need of coffee, tell Mary, 
and she will always give it to thee.” 

The poor fellow tried to eat and drink, 
but the food seemed almost to choke him 
After vainly ‘trying to compose his fecl- 
ings, he bowed his head upon the table, 
and wept like a child. After a while, 
however, heiato! ad: drank,and.his host 
parted with him for the might with these 
friendly words : 

“Try to do well, Jolin, and thou wilt 
always find a friend in. mo." 

He entered into his employ the next 
day, and remained with him many years 
—a sober, honest, faithful mau. ‘The se- 
cret of the theft was kept between them ; 
but, after “ Smith's” death, Savery some- 
times told the story, to prove how surely 
“evil might be overcome with good.”

Astounding Telegraphic Improvement.- 
A new Telegraph Company. 


From the New York Herald. 

veral weeks ago, in an article rela- 
tive to the high rates of toll charged by 
two of the Southern telegraphic compa- 
nies, we casually hinted at the probability 
of new telographic inyentions, and the 
formation of new telegraphic companies 
which would spring out of the increased 
profits of new telegraphiclines. Although 
at that time we had some slight foundation 
for the remark, yet we had not the most 
distant idoa that the projects which were 
then begun to be thought of would so soon 
be brought to maturity, We now learn, 
however, that since that article was writ- 
ten, there has been formed in this city a 
new telegraphic company, composed of 
some of tho staunchest business men of 
the country, who propose to themselves 
the task of entirely revolutionizing the 
whole telegraphic business of this conti- 
nent, 

Most of our readers will, perhaps, re- 
collect the description given in the Herald 
a few months ago of the Hughes instru- | 
ment, Since that description was pub- 
lished, one of these instruments has been 
in New York, where its capabilities were 
fully tested, in presence of numerous com- 
petent judges. We should hardly dare to 
give publicity to the statements of the 
wonderful powers of this machine, as 
manifested in their presence, did we not 
know that the persons making them 
are entitled to the fullest credence. Its 
most prominent points of excellence are : 
reliability, economy, speed and accuracy. 
In these respects it is so far ahead of any 
machine now in use, that a comparison 
with them is out of the question. It will 
print, as we are told, from three to five 
hundred letters, or from fifty to one hun- 
dred words, in a minute, without a possi- 
bility of error. It will send two messa- 
ges simultaneously, in opposite directions, 
over the same wire. It works with the 
most perfect secrecy—that is, that it will 
send a communication from the point of 
departure direct to its destination, without 
the possibility of any way office on the 
route receiving a copy excepting at the 
will of the sender. ‘This is a feat which 
no other instrument now in use can per- 
form; and one, the advantages of which 
must be apparent to every individual who 
is at all conversant with telegraphic mat- 
ters. it is very simple in its operation — 
Any person who knows a letter of the al- 
phabet when he sees it can write as cor- 
rectly with this instrument as the most 
experienced operator ; all that is requisite 
fo insure absolute correctness being that 
the copy shall in the first instance be 
written plainly and correctly, 

The machine verifies itself—that is, at 
each revolution the operator cun tell, by 
nicans of an unerring test in his instra- 
ment, whether it is in unison or not with 
the instrument with which it is communi- 
cating in a distant city. But its most 
wonderful feat, and that which will test 
the reader’s credulity the Severest, is its 
power to start into operation a similar ma- 
chine in a distant office, without the help 
or even the presence of an operator, and 
compel it to write out whatever\inessage 
it chooses to send in the samé perfect 
mauner it which they first started on their 
transit. ‘f 


“hus for instance, an operator 
at Washington may, at any time, lock up 
his office and go to his meals, or his 
bed if he chooses, and on his return he 
he may tind on his desk a message, per- 
haps from New York or New Orleans, all 
fairly printed out and ready to be envelo- 
ped and sent to its address. ‘These are 
some of the most prominent characteris- 
tictof Mr, Hughes’ instrument. ‘Chere 
are others, such, as its economy in the use 
of working material, its capability of ope- 
rating in all possible states of the atmos- 
phere, and its admirable compactness and 
simplicity of construction, to which we 
have only space to allude.

English Reviews on Canada and Canadi-

“Canada every year attracts more at- 
tention, and the Canadians seem determin- 
ed that tho merits of their country shall 
be known. Cayley, Inspectar General of 
Canada, has recently published a small 
pamphlet, showing the state of the finan- 
ces and trade of Canada at the be ginning 
of the present year (Finances and ‘'rade 
of Canada at the bepinning of the year 
1854, by William Cayley, Esq , Inspector 
General of Canada: London, Ridgway, 
1855,) and a very full description of Can 
ada, its geography, population, products, 
climate, trade, revenue, and chief institu- 
tions, has been given in an essay by Mr. 
Hogan, to which was awarded the first 
prize by the Paris Exhibition Committee 
of Canada. (“Canada;” An Essay ; to 
which was awarded the first prize by the 
Paris Exhibition Committee of Canada, 
by J. Sheridan Hogan; Montreal, Lovell, 
1855.) There is a great deal of useful 
information in this Essay, and it is given 
in a readable shape, but the composition

The exports of grain, of all sorts, sent 
from Canada, have been doubled 4 times 
in fifteen years; and unless Canada suf- 
fers any political check there is every 
probability that its career during the noxt 
half century will be marked by a vast cre- 
ation and accumulation of wealth.”— The 
Westminster Review for October, 1855.

Tho Albany Journal says, the results| 
of the Election in the State Government | 
are now definitely ascertained, and may | 
be summed up as follows: 

The Secretary of State, Comptroller, 
‘Treasurer, Attorney General and State 
Engineer, are Know Nothings. 

The Senate is Republican. 

The Assembly is divided’ between the 
three parties, the Democrats h aving the 
most members, the Republicans next, and 
the Know Nothings least, neither party 
having a majority. 

The new Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals are probably one Vemocrat, ono 
Know Nothing 

The new Judges of the Supreme Court 
arethree Democrats,two Republicans, and 
five Know Nothings. 

These changes also produce the follow- 
Ing results ;— 

‘The Commissioners of the Land Offices 
will consist of five Know Nothings and 
two Republicans (or one Republican, one 
Democrat.) 

‘The Commissioners of the Canal Fund 
will consist of four Know Nothings and 
one Republican. 

The Canal Commissioners will consist 
of two Republicans and one Know Noth- 
ing. 

The Canal Board will consist of six 
Know Nothings, and three Repnblicans. 

‘The ‘Trustees of the capital will consist 
of three Know Nothings and three Re- 
publicans (or two Republicans and a ve-

The Trustees of the State Hall will 
consist of two Republicans and one Know 
Nothing. 

In respect to State and National issues, 
our State Government stands thus: ‘The

Three French Magazines Blown Ups 
IMMENSE LOSSES OF RUSSIAN GRAIN. 


New York, Dec'r 6, 1855. 
The steamship St. Louis, from Havre 
via Southampton, with dates from London 
ol the 21st, arrived here at noon.” Her 
dates are not so late as those by the A- 
merica at Halifax, but we find some inte- 
resting items in her papers, not'sent from. 
Halifax. 
Three Magazines belonging to the 
French Artillery had blown up near Ink- 
erman, killing 70 soldiers and 2 officers, 
and wounding 200 soldiers and 10 offi- 
cers. ‘The Magazine contained 80,000 
killogrammes of powder, 300,000 cat- 
tridges, and 300 charged shells, all of 
which were destroyed, 
A large quantity of Russian grain had 
been destroyed on the Gheiskernan coast, 
A terrible fire had occurred in the Gov- 
ernment Bakery ; 28,000 quintals of corn, 
and an equal quantity of flour and biscuit, 
were burnt. , 
The Cunard steamer Africa arrived out 
on the 18th. ; 
The ship America, wrecked néar Cab- 
rito, had been sold by the underwriters, 
and got off by her purchasers, 
The destruction of Russian Grain 6n 
the Coast near Gheiskernan, was effected 
by an allied flotilla sent for the purpose. 
The grain was intended for the Crimean 
army, and was packed in six tiers, whiéh 
extended two miles along the Coast. 

The Czar has dismissed Prince Mens- 
chikoff as Chief of the Staff, and appoint- 
ed General Adlebuerg in his stead. 

Advices from Sars state that General 
Mouvarieff, overcome by his defeat before 
Kars, had become insane, and another 
General had been summoned to assume 
the command. -

Antiquity of Masonry. Solomon’s Temple. 


We find in an English paper tho fullow- 
ing extract from an unpublished lecture 
on the progress of the arts and sciences, 
and the antiquity of Freemasonry 
“Freemasonry, we are informed, was 

reduced to rules at the building of Solo- 

mon’s Temple, and there is evgry reason 

to believe that some bond of union was 

necessary in such a congregated mass of 

workmen, 

“The number of masons omployed in 

building the temple was one hundred and 

thirty thousand six hundred, besides the 

men of burden, not freemasons, who a- 

mounted to 70 thousand more. 

‘The footstone of this mighty fabric was 

leveled in the fourth year of Solomon's 

reign, the third after the death of David, 

and the four hundred and eightieth after 
the passage of the Israelites through the 

Red Sea, ‘Phe building commenced in 

Mount Moriali,on Monday, the second day 

of the month of Zif, which answers for 
the 21st of April, and was finished in all 
parts in a little more than seven years, on 
the 8thof the month of Bull, which answers 
to our 23rd of October, being the second 
month of the sacred year, and the eleventh 

of Solomon's reign. Every piece of the 

edifice whether timber, stone or metal, 

was ready cut, framed or polished at Je- 
rusalem,so that no other tool was wanting, 
no other sound heard than was necessary 
to join the several parts together. All 
the noise of the axe, hammer and saw, 
was confined to the forest of Lebanon, 
and the quarries and plains of Zeradeth, 
that nothing might be heard among the| 
masons of Zion but harmony and peace.” 


A most ex-| 
traordinary instance of official peculation | 
has recently come to light in Russia, It 
appears that in the returns of the Rnssian 
army there had always figured, for equip- 
ment, pay, munitions and supplies, and 
for a force of 18,000 men, a so-called di-}

‘SCIENCE AND SOCIAL PROGRESS, 
A NOBLE SPEECH BY PRINCE ALBERT. 


At a collation given at Birmingham, on 
the 22d ult., on occasion of laying the cor- 
ner stone of the Birmingham and Midland 
Institute, the health of Prince Albert be- 
ing proposed by Lord Calthrop, the Pres- 
ident, the Prince replied in the following 
admirable speech : 

“My Lord, I am much obliged to you 
for proposing my health in such kind 
terms, and I cannot but be much gratified 
by the cordial reception which you, gen- 
tlemen, have been pleased to give to this 
toast, It has been a great pleasure to me 
to have been able to participate, in how- 
ever trifling a degree, in a work which I 
do not look upon as.a simple act of world- 
ly wisdom on the part of this great town 
and locality, but as one of the first public 
acknowledgments of a principle which is 
daily forcing its way among us, and is 
destined to play a great and important 
part in the future development of this na- 
tion and of the world in general—I mean 
the introduction of science and art as the 
conscious regulators of productive indus- 
try. The courage and spirit of enterprise 
with which an immense amount of capi- 
tal is embarked in industrial pursuits, and 
the skill and indefatigable perseverance 
with which these are carried on in this 
country, cannot but excite universal ad- 
miration ; but in all our operations, whe- 
ther agricultural or manufacturing, it is 
not we who operate but the laws of na- 
ture, which we have set in operation, It 
is then, of the highest importance that we 
should know these laws, in order to know 
what we are about, and the reason cortain 
things are, which occur daily under our 
hands, and what course wo are to pursue 
in regard to them. Without such know- 
ledge we are condemned to ono of three 
states: Either we merely go on to do 
things just as our fathers did, and for no 
better reason than because they did them 
so—or, trusting to some personal authori- 
ty, we adopt at random the recommenda- 
tion of some specific, in a speculative 
hope that it may answer—or, lastly, and 
this is the most favorable case, we our- 
selves improve upon certain processes ; 
but this can only be the result of an ex- 
perience hardly earned and hardly bought, 
and which, after all, can only embrace a 
comparatively short spaco of time, and a 
small number of experiments. From 
none of these causes can we hope for 
much progress; for the mind, however 
ingenious, has no materials to work with, 
and remains in presence of phenomena 
the causes of which are hidden from it— 
But these Divine Laws are capable of 
being discovered and understood, and of 
being taught and made our own. ‘This is 
the task of science—and while science 
discovers and teaches these luws, art 
teaches their application. No pursuit is, 
therefore, too insignificant not to bo capa- 
ble of becoming the subject both of a sci- 
ence and an art. ‘Tho fine arts, (as far 
as they relato to painting and sculpture, 
which are sometimes confounded with 
art in general,) rest on the application of 
the laws of form and labor, and what may 
be called the science of the beautiful,— 
they do not rest on any arbitrary theory 
on the modes of producing pleasurable 
emotions, but follow fixed laws, moro dif- 
ficult perhaps to seize than those regula- 
ting the material world because belonging 
partly to the sphere of the ideal and our 
spiritual essence, yet perfectly apprecia- 
ble and teachable, both abstractedly and 
historically, from the works of different 
ages and nations. (Cheers) No human 
pursuits made any material progress until 
science be brought (o bear upon them.— 
Wo have seen, accordingly, many of 
them slumber for centuries ; but from the 
moment that science has touched them 
with her magic wand, they havo sprung 
forward and taken strides which amaze 
and almost awe the beholder. Look at 
the transformation which has gone on 
around us sinco the laws of gravitation, 
electricity, and the expansive power of 
heat have become known to us! It has 
altered our wholo state of existence—one 
might say the whole face of the globe ! 


Wo owo this to science, and. science 
alone; and ohe has other treasures in 


AN 


‘ore for us, if we will but call her to our 
assistance, [tis sometimes objected by 
the ignorant that science is uncertain and 
changeable ; and they point to the many 
exploded theories which have been su- 
perseded by others as a proof that the 
prosent knowledge may be also unsound, 
and after all not worth having. But they 
are not awaro that while they think to 
cast blame upon science, they bestow, in 
fact, the highest praise upon her. For 
that is percisely the difference between 
science and prejudice; that the latter 
keeps stubbornly to its position, whether 
disproved or not, while the former is an 
unarrestablo movement toward the foun- 
tain of truth—caring little for cherished 


authorities of sentiments, but continually 
progressing—fecling no false shame at 
her shortcomings, but, on the contrary, the 
highest pleasure when freed from an er- 
ror, at having advanced another step to- 
wards the attainment of Divino truth, a 
pleasure not even intelligible to the pride 
of ignorance. - 

We also hear not unfrequently, science 
and practice, scientific knowledge and 
common sense, contracted as antagonis- 
tic. Astrange error! For science is 
eminently practical, and must be so, as 
sho sees and knows what she is doing, 
while mere common practice is condemn- 
ing unknown powers to obtain a known re- 
sult. Far be it from me to undervalue 
the creative power of genius, or to treat 
shrewd common-sense as worthless with- 
out knowledge. But nobody will tell me 
that the same genius would take an in- 
comparably higher flight if supported with 
all the means which knowledge can im- 
part, or that common sense does not be- 
come, in fact, only truly powerful when 
in possesaion of the materials upon which 
judgment is to be exercised. ‘The study 
of the laws by which the Almighty gov- 
erns the universe is therefore our bounden 
duty. Of these laws our great academies 
and seats of education have, rather arbi- 
trarily, selected only two spheres or groups 
(as I may call them) as essential parts of 
our natural education—the laws which re- 
gulate quantities and proportions, which 
form the subject of mathematics, and the 
laws regulating the expression of our 
thoughts through the medium of language, 
that is to say, grammar, which finds its 
purest expression in the classical langua- 
ges, These Jaws are more important 
branclies of knowledge ; their study trains 
and elevates the mind. But they are not 
the only ones; there are others which we 
cannot disregard—which we cannot co 
without. There are for instance, the laws 
governing the human mind and its rela- 
tion to the Divine Spirit—the subject of 
logic and metaphysics. There are those 
which govern our bodily nature and its 
connection with the soul—the subject of 
physiology and psychology. More which 
govern human society and the relations 
between man and man—the subjects of 
politics, jurisprudence, and political eco- 
nomy, and many others. While of the 
laws just mentioned some have been re- 
cognized, some will, by the course of time 
more fully assert their right to recognition ; 
the laws regulating matter and form are 
those which will constitute the chief ob- 
jects of your pursuits ; and as the princi- 
ple of subdivision of labor is the one most 
congenial to our age, I would advise you 
to keep to this specially, and to follow 
with undivided attention chiefly the sci- 
ence of mechanics, physics and chemis- 
try, and the fine arts in painting, sculp- 
ture and architecture. You will thus 
have conferred an inestimable boon upon 
your country, and in a short time have the 
satisfaction of witnessing the beneficial 
results upon our national powers of pro- 
duction, ‘Thanking you once more for 
having allowed me to assist at the foun- 
dation of your institution, I wish it growth, 
vigor and prosperity with all my heart.

As the 
force of circumstances has allied England 
to a power possessing one of the most 
powertul and best armies in the world, the 
moral and even the material support of 
the other European States is not of such 
value as to induce her to make any great 
sacrifice to obtain it, In her alliance with 
France, England acts on the principle 
that it is wise never to lose sight of the 
fact that the friend of to day may be an 
enemy to-morrow, and, therefore, when- 
ever the French Government endeayors to 
secure a new member to the coalition, ‘the 
British Cabinet displays suspicion, cold- 
ness and reserye, and if it takes one step 
forward it does not fail to take two in the 
opposite direction.’

CLUPRNDOUS PRAUDs 
Dreadful Diath of the Perpetrator. 


The intense excitement caused but little more 
than # year ago by the trialof Dr. George A. Gard= 
ner, for defrauding the United States Government 
of upwasds of $400,000 on a pretendod Mexican 
claim, which ended with his conviction and melan= 
choly suicide, by taking deadly polson, és etHll re~ 
membered. 

This stupendous fraud and the cost of the trial, 
together with a series of other false claims, which 
Gardocr was instrumental in obtaining, was a loss 
to our Government of at least $1,000,000, | Had 
our public officors acted wisely and acnt Cummis- 
sioners toMexico to examine the justice of the claims 
before granting them, it would haye precluded the 
possibility of fraud, and this enormous amount of 
the public money would not have been lost, and 
Gardoer (who bad hitherto borne an unsullied rep- 
utation,) would have been saved from the tempta= 
tion fo which he was exposed by the loose and inju- 
dicious management of our public pffairs. 

How much good would have been done had our 
Government, instead of allowing itself to be swin- 
dled out of a million or dollars, laid out even a 
smalt portion of this vast ombunt of money in the 
purchase of the FOREST WINE and PILLS, and 
distribute to the poor invalids throughout the Union.
